31 How Some of the States 


Won Their Recent Pro- 


hibition Victories 
(BY MKB. DAUM) 


(Continued from last week) 

On Saturday before election a giant 
parade took place in Norfolk, Va., wit- 
nessed by from 40,000 to 50,000 people 
in which all the Protestant Christian and 
Temperance people came out with 190 
floats or vehicles, forming a procession 
of over a mile long «vith numberless 
flags, banners and pendants fluttering in 
the air. Boy scouts and imen’s Bible 
classes were imuch in evidence. This 
line of march led through the notorious 
wet section and the section largely peo- 
pled by foreigners. Flags, handkerchiefs 
and hats everywhere waved encourage- 
mnent to the paraders. One indifferent 
bystander after seeing the hundreds of 
singing and shouting children go past 
with banners waving ‘‘Vote forthe boys 
instead,’’ ‘‘We ask your protection,’’ 
Vote rightforthe children,’ “Save us 
and our fathers,’’ etc., was seen to wipe 
his streaming eyes as he said: ‘‘Well sir, 
I never knew it was like that, 1 never 
thought of it before.’’ This wonderful 
parade was instigated by the county W. 
C.T.U. inside of ten days. Think of it 
190 vehicles holding over 3000 people and 
requiring thirty minutes to pase Ly a 
given point. Something of a parade was 
it not? 

Mark this iden for 24th of May and Ist 
July celebrations, 

Washington reports the following: 
Through the untiring etfortof the Tem- 
perance prople Washington is voted dry. 
Prior to election day, November 3rd, 
1914, the state was in a mighty agitation. 
Lora S., LaMance, National W.C.T.U. 
Organizer, considered interest at a white 
heat when she spoke twice on week days 
and four times on Sunday to coast 
towns, manufacturing centres, luinber 
camps, mining points and farmer settle- 
ments, But this weare told was nothing 
to the intensity of the situation in Seattle. 
It is said there never was a hotter fight 
than was put up by the city of Seattle. 
The liquor nen outdid themselves. All 
the old tricks and many new ones were 
tried. Their’s was a campaign of mis- 
representation, of brow beating and of 
money epending. Seattle swarined with 


men evidently sent in for the fray. One} 


ofthe wet papers alluded to the large 
crowd of undesirables as the natural con- 
sequence of the European war. Liquor 
flowed freely during those days. One 
thousand hnge posters were placed by the 
brewers on the billboards thronghout the 
city. These posters were outrageous, 
boldly claiming poverty and crime for 
Kansas and telling the most anblushing 
faleshoods. ; 

An secertained factés that Chicago a- 
lone with its 8000 saloons has more 
“blind pigs’ selling liquor without li- 
censethan the entire nine farmer pro- 
hibition states, 

At the Dallas Oregon W.C.T.U., Con- 
vention on October Ist, the delegates en- 
thusiastically marched in triple colunn 
up and down its main avenues At an- 
other ‘Oregon Dry’’ meeting there were 
numbers of banners fluating from among 
a ‘'Procession’’ four blocks long. 

California displayed posters everywhere, 
on great city bill boards, church lawns, 
in thousands of windows, 1n store fronts, 
and tacked to numberless telephone poste, 
Posters were of all sizes and kinds carry- 
ing the thoughtarresting message of the 
evil of the liquor traffic and the blessings 
of prohibition, Also great streamers a- 
croas streets, etc., were employed where- 
ever pousible. 

For five or six weeks prior to election 
day many of the leading W.C.T.U, 
women worked 16 and 17 houre per day, 
phoning, writing, directing, meeting with 
committees and speaking in shops, on 
streets and in halls and churches. 

They were generals indeed and firmly 
declared before hand that their state 
would go dry.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
reon at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at any Dominion 
Lands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at Jeast 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. -

dent of the board of agriculture. The 
plan will be undertaken under the 
auspices of the government. It pro- 
vides for the formation of a company 
With a capital of £2,000,000, of which 
one-half will be placed on subscrip- 
tion. 

The government is prepgred to ad- 
vance a pound for every pound sub- 
scribed up to a maximum of £1,000,- 
000, If necessary the government will 
make a further contribution up to 
£500,000, at the rate of £1 for every 
£4 of additional capital subscribed. 

The government advance will bear 
interest. of four per cent. and will be 
repayable within twenty-five years. 
The government also will grant $100,- 
000 -for laboratory and other inci- 
dentai work,
